The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-yen?  population  for  the 
Urban  District,  including  approximately  370  patients  at  St.  Cadoc's 
Hospital  and  4-bO  Students  and  Staff  at  Caerleon  College  of  Education, 
was,  5?710  for  1967*  an  increase  of  l4o  cOmpSred  with  last  year.  The 
population  is  the  same  as  that  for  1965  which  included  the  Christchurch 


area  of  the'Urban  District  since  transfered  to  the  County  Borough  of 
Newport.  There  were  98  live  births  and  8l  deaths,  11  live  births  more 
and  19  deaths  fewer  than  those  for  1966.  The  natural  increase  in 
population  was  17?  15  less  than  for  1966.

There  were  3^  fewer  live  births  in  19&7  than  in  1966.  The  constant 
increase  in  live  births  from  i960  to  1966  was  shown  in  tabular  form  in 
last  year’s  annual  report.  This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  eight  years 
has  the  number  of  live  births  not  exceeded  those  of  the  proceeding  year. 

The  local  and  adjusted  live  birth  rate  exceeded  comparable  rates 
for  Monmouthshire  and  for  England  and  Walts.  Both  rates  were  less  than 
those  for  1966.  The  Monmouthshire  rate  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  alsc 
decreased.  The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  to  the  national 
rate  was  1.01. 

There  were  fewer  illegitimate  live  births  in  1967  than  for  1906. 
Illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  were  1.21  rer  cent 
more  than  for  Monmouthshire,  but  for  the  second  year  again  fewer  than  in 
thepreceeding  year.  The  Monmouthshire  rate  increased  by  1.00  per  cent. 
With  increasing  health  education  it  is  to  be  honed  that  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate  will  be  contained.  Young  men  and  women  must  behave  responsibly 
in  sexual  relationships  and  have  concern  for  each  others  health,  hanpiness 
and  careers.  The  conception  of  children  when  they  are  not  wanted  and  when 
their  parents  are  unable  to  support  them  must  be  considered  lamentable.

There  was  one  male  infant  death,  four  less"than  that  for  1966,  The 
infant “mortality  rate  of  10.2  per  1,000  live  births  is  the"lowest  since  1963 
when  there  were  no"infallt  deaths.  The"rate  was  11.62  deaths  per“l,000 
live  births  less'*than  that  for  Monmouthshire  and  87 1 less  than  the  national 
rate.  Each  of  the  latter  rates  has  decreased  in  the  last  year. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  of  142.86  deaths  per  1,000 
illegitimate  live  births  because  of  the  small  number  of  cases  cannot  be 
considered  statistically  sigrificant. 

The  infant  death  occured  at  home  without  medical  supervision  and  was 
of  an  illegitimate  male  infant  aged  less  than  one  week.  This  infant  death 
by  age  and  cause  is  shown  on  the  next  page.

The  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  mortality  rates  decreased  by  12.* 53 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births  when  compared  to  the  rates  for  1966.  Both 
rates  were  less  than  those  for  Monmouthshire  and  ’".•.gland  and  Wales. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  was  4.68  deaths  per  1,000  live  births 
less  than  for  Monmouthshire  and  2.3  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  less  than 
the  national  rate.  The  early  neonatal  mortality  rate  was  0.6  less  than 
the  national  rate  and  2.3 7 deaths  per  1,000  live  births  less  than  for 
Monmouthshire .

The  decrease  in  the  crude  and  local  adjusted  death  rates,  which 
was  interrupted  in  1966,  continued  in  1967 « The  crude  death  rate  was 
less  than  that  for  1965  an<3  1966.  The  local  adjusted  death  rate  of 
9.5  deaths  per  1,000  population  was  3.02  less  than  for  1966  but  greater 
by  0.4-6  than  the  rates  for  1965.  The  crude  death  rate  was  more  than  the 
crude  rate  for  Monmouthshire  by  2.89  and  the  local  adjusted  death  rate 
was  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  by  3.37  deaths  per  1,000  population. 
Although  the  local  adjusted  death  rate  was  less  than  the  National  rate, 
the  crude  death  rate  was  greater  by  2.98  deaths  per  1,000  population. 

Thirty  seven  deaths  were  of  males  and  44  of  females,  19  fewer 
deaths  than  for  1966.  Thirty  nine  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  75  years  a 
and  over,  23  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  65  to  74  years  and  19  deaths 
were  of  persons  aged  less  than  55  years.  Of  those  aged  less  than  65  year 

9 deaths  were  of  males  and  10  of  females,  8 deaths  less  than  those  in  the 
same  age  group  last  year  when  the  number  of  male  deatl s in  this  age 
group  was  twice  that  of  females,  the  National  experience. 

Thirty  five  deaths  were  of  patients  resident  at  St.  Cadoc's 
Hospital.  Only  7 of  these  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  less  than  65  years 
Twenty  five  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  more  than  70  years. 

Thirty  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  blood 
vessels  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  This  group  continued 
to  form  the  largest  group  of  deaths,  37  per  cent  of  total  deaths,  5 
per  cent  mors  than  in  1966.  Sixteen  deaths  were  of  males  and  14  of 
females,  although  among  deaths  due  to  coronary  diseases  there  were  twice 
as  many  male  deaths  as  female.  Twenty  six  deaths  were  of  persons  aged 
65  years  and  over  and  included  10  deaths,  7 of  males  and  3 of  females, 
from  coronary  disease. 

Deaths  from  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases  formed  the  next 
largest  group  with  26  deaths,  10  more  than  for  1966.  Deaths  due  to 
neoplasm  moved  from  second  to  third  place.  There  were  only  7 deaths, 

10  less  than  last  year,  and  only  one  was  due  to  neoplasm  of  the  lung. 

Ten  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneumonia  and  5 to  bronchitis.

The  control  of  infectious  diseases  was  made  more  interesting  in 
1967  by  outbreaks  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning. 

Measles  is  endemic  in  urban  communities,  becoming  epidemic  every 
second  year 0 This  year  63  cases  were  notified,  exceeding  those  for  i960  by 
2b  cases  and  1965,  the  last  epidemic  year,  by  6 cases.  The  majority  of  cases 
o?o;irred  in.  the  final  quarter  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  next 
epidemic  year,  1969  measles  vaccination  will  have  protected  susceptible 
children  against  the  disease. 

Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  less  than  last  year  were 
notified.  There  was  one  case  of  whooping  cough,  one  of  acute  pneumonia, 
and  one  of  erysipelas. 

Dysentery  - Shigella  Sonnei 

Thirty  three  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  from  St.  Cadoc's 
Hospital  in  the  first  and  second  quarter  of  the  year.  Twenty  one  cases 
were  diagnosed  in  January,  the  secondary  case*?,  twelve  in  number  occurring 
in  February  and  April.  Investigations  indicated  that  the  initial  case  was 
diagnosed  and  isolated  in  December  1966-./  • ; 

Food  Poisoning 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  due  to  Salmonella  typhimurium,  Phage 
type  4 were  notified  and  four  others  ascertained  when  the  cases  were 
investigated.  It  was  found  that  the  affected  persons  had  attended  a 
wedding  reception  outside  the  Urban  District. 

Two  patients  who  worked  at  a local  school  canteen  were  asked  to 
stop  work  until  it  was  confirmed  that  they  were  no  longer  infected.

Parents  are  encouraged  to  ensure  that  their  children  receive  three 
triple  antigen  infections  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus, 
starting  the  course  when  they  are  five  or  six  months  of  age.  Before 
children  enter  school  a reinforcing  injection  for  iiphtheria  and  tetanus 
is  advised. 


Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  made  available  to  children  and  adults 
under  40  years  of  age  throughout  the  year0  For  children  the  course  of 
three  oral  doses  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  administered  at  the  time  of 
the  triple  vaccine  injection.

SaNITaRY  circumstances  of  THB  area 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  Chadd  the  Surveyor/Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  the  following  report s- 


General  As  seen  from  the  population  figures,  due  mainly  to  private 
housing  development,  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the 
population  figure.  Additional  land  has  been  released  for 
private  development  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near 
future  the  rate  of  growth  from  these  areas  will  rise. 


Pub]  ic  There  has  been  tio  alteration  in  the  Public  cleansing  service 

Cleansing  during  the  year.  Household  refuse  continues  to  be  collected 

once  per  week  and  trade  refuse  twice  per  week;  the  collection 
is  still  from  the  kerbside.  Tipping  is  still  being  carried 
out  at  the  tip  within  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District.  Tow.arb.p  r" 
the  end  of  the  year  Cwmbran  U.D.C,  gave  notice  that  these 
tipping  arrangements  would  cease  by  October  1968,  InvestjgpjUloa* 
were  carried  out  to  find  an  alternative  suitable  arrangement, 
but  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  such  alternative  was  found. 

There  are  still  a number  of  properties  that  are  not  connected 
to  the  main  drainage  system,  and  tnerefore,  an  efficient  cesspii 
emptying  service  is  being  undertaken  by  the  authority. 


Clean  air  The  Urban  District  is  fetill  not  part  of  a smoke  control' 

Act  area.  The  Council  has  no  apparatus  for  carrying  out  tests 

on  atmospheric  pollution  etc.  The  problem  of  smuts  being 
discharged  from  the  local  brickworks  has  not  been  solved. 
Through  the  Welsh  Offices  intervention  as  an  arbitrator 
between  the  Council  and  the  brickworks,  it  is  hoped  that  an 
amicable  solution  to  this  problem  can  be  found. 
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Schools  With  the  extensive  development  in  the  Lodge  Area  there  is  a 
proposal  for  the  construction  of  a new  junior  and  infant  school.  The 
proposed  junior  school  is  programmed  for  the  financial  year  1968/9.  The 
facilities  for  juniors  and  infants  are  catered  for  at  present  bv  an 
Endowed  School. 

Sunplie  si  The  Newport  and  South  Monm  outhshire  Wo  ter  Board  are  the 
statutory  water  undertakers  in  the  area.  Councillor  C.E.  Gough  was  the 
Council's  representative  on  the  Board,  a total  of  33  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory,  were  taken 
during  the  year.  There  are  two  outlying  areas  in  which  it'  is  efcill  thought 
impracticable  to  pipe  water.  Investigations  are  being  undertaken  into  the 
possibility  of  supplying  the  Pillmawr  area  with  a piped  supply,  if  it  is 
economical,  possible  arrangements  are  to  be  made  to  include  it  in  the 
Council's  estimated  expenditure  for  the  year  1968/9. 

Cemetery . A public  cemetery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  at  Cold  Bath 
Road,  but  the  number  of  interments  is  small.  The  Council  is  a Member  of 
the  Monmouthshire  Joint  Crematorium  Committee. 

Public  Shimming  Baths  Four  samples  were  taken  during  the  season  and  the 
water  was  proved  to  be  of  a satisfactory  standard. 

Pgey^ nt ion  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  The  services  of  the  rodent  control  is 
still  carried  out  on  a part  time  basis  and  a number  of  infestations  of  a 
minor  nature  were  dealt  with. 

Recreation  Facilities  The  Council  have  extensive  sports,  playing  and  open 
areas  in  the  area  which  upon  calculation  works  out  at  approximately  8 acres 
per  thousand  population.  It  is  anticipated  that  further,  play  areas  will 
be  adopted  by  the  authority  on  a large  private  development  within  the  near 

future . 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  new  works  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily.  Permission  in  principle  was  received  from  the  Welsh  Office 
lor  Phase  II  of  the  sewerage  disposal  scheme.  The  scheme  includes 
lor  the  picking  up  of  the  crude  effluent  discharges  and  pumping  the 
effluent  to  an  extended  sewerage  works.  Included  in  the  extension  of  the 
works  will  be  the  construction  of  a balancing  tank  to  receive  emptyings 
from  the  cesspits.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council's  consultants  will  be 
ready  to  go  for  the  tender  about  June  1968. 

Fgctorie s . Two  inspections  under  the  Factories  act  were  carried  out  and 
the  premises  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  intimation  tvoHce  was  served 
on  the  owner  cf  a snail  work  shop  for  contraventions  of  the  Sanitary 

heatingdand°ventflation?S " regulations  were  contravened  for 

bousing . There  was  no  development  undertaken,  by  the  Local  Authority 
during  the  year.  Some  of  the  old  Local  Authority  Houses  were  electrically 
rewired  to  improve  their  standards.  A total  of  ’68  private  dwellings 
Were  completed  during  the  year  and  30  were  under  construction.  There 
were  a small  number  of  improvement  grants,  discretionary  and  standard 
applied  for  in  the  year.  There  was  a scheme  of  9 co— ownership  flats 
started  and  completed  during  the  year. 
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Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  There  were  11  inspections  carrie 
out  under  this  heading,  a number  of  intimation  notices  were  served  for 
minor  contraventions.  On  the  whole  the  standard  found  was  acceptable. 


There  are  no  major  office  facilities  in  the  area,  and  the 
of  premises  registered  are  shops  and  public  houses.
